SIMPLE CEREMONIES. 

Gov. Francis and party drove from the rail- 
way depot tothe State Capitol building this 
morning, in a shower of rain and sleet. The 
day wag dark and gloomy and the weather 
disagreeaébie, but the Governor-elect, the 
State officials and all who participated in the 
inaugural ceremonies sustained the dignity of 
their important positions despite the un- 
pleasant surroundings. There was no parade 
orshow outside of the capital, the arrange- 
ments being the simplest admissable with a 
compliance of the law, which requires that the 
Governor of the State take the oath of 
office inthe presence of the representatives 
of the three branches of the State Govern- 
ment, the judiciary, the legislative and the 
executive. The same plan was followed out 
four years ago when Gov. John 8. Marmaduke 
was inaugurated, and is in marked contrast to 
the gorgeous pageantry which accompanied 
the swearing in of Gov. T. T. Crittenden. The 
galleries of the House of Representatives 
began filling as early as 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing.

RAILROAD COLLISION AT TAl- 
MADGE, o., THIS MORNING. 


The New York Express on the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio Railroad Collides 
‘With a Freight Train—Eight Persons 
Killed and Six Injured—Children scalded 
—Brakeman Killed—Casualties. 


CLEVELAND, O., January 14.—Particulars of 
the accident on the New York, Pennsylvania 
& Ohio road, near Kent, O., as far as known 
at the general office in this city, are thatthe 
third section of freight No. 81 west broke in 
two between Kent and Tallmadge. The front 
end of the freight was put on the side track 
and a flagman was left at Tallmadge to flag 
passenger train No. 8, .east-bound, then 
nearly due. The flagman imagined he 
heard a whistle signal from his 
engine to return to the train, 
and did not perform the duty required of him. 
The engines came together, with fatal results 
to eight persons and injuries to six others.

THE 1874 AGREEMENT, 

„This gathering had for its object the pre- 
vention of undue competition, the main rea- 
son for the existence of the present clearing- 
house arrangement, and when we got through 
we thought that we had perfected 
an agreement which would be at once of 
benefit to the railroads and the shippers. We 
all agreed, that is the Erie, New York Central, 
Canada Southerp, Pennsyivania Oentral, 
Wabash and a number of smaller lines, upon a 
regular tariff, which should not be altered 
without the consent of commissioners repre- 
senting a majority of the roads, and heavy 
penalties were prescribd for any 
violation of the compact. A rate was 
established, which had for its object 
the equalization of advantages, those roads 
having the best and shortest lines pledging 
themselves to change a certain specified per- 
centage above the tariff fixed for the com- 
panies. being less favorably located. The 
whole question was thoroughly discussed, the 
necessity of some arrangement which would 
prevent the deadly rate-cutting that had 
gone on, freely admitted on all 
sides, and the impression was nearly 
universal that a solution of the existing dim - 
culties had been —— which would prove 
satisfactory and vantageous to all, One
